- T Hen Power is abuſed to Oppreſs, and Greatneſs to In- 
ſult, Human Nature cannot be ſo paſſive, or ſo Sub- 
miſſive, as not to be provoked. That your Lordſhip 
( to whoſe Authority and CharaQer I will always pay 
all Awe and Reverence ) hath treated me moſt approbiouſly in 


Privare, Re me in your Viſitation, and publiſhed me to the 


World as Contemptible as you can, is notorious ; Burt T am not 


M inſenfible, as not to know my. felf injured, nor ſo abject, as 


not to Vindicate my ſelf. | 

I therefore preſehit your Lordſhip, and the World, with an am- 
ple Narrative of my whole Caſe, and the Series of it, and offer 
It to. your Lordſhip's more Confiderate and Cooler RefleQtions, 
and Judgments of Impartial Readers. | 

I gratcfully acknowledge, as your Lordſhip hath publiſhed, 
that I had your DireQions in my Studies ; and your Permiſſion 
te wait on you before the Mzchae/mas Ordination, and can prove 
that during that Courſe, your Lordſhip ſaid, That I made an 
unexpecte _ pes; after which I thought I might without 
preſumption ofter my ſelf to Examination, and your Lordſhip 
may remember you endeayoured to divert and deterr me from it, 
by Superciliouſly telling me I ſhould undergo a publick Exami- 
nation, ro which I ſubmitted, and was examined by your Lord- 
ſhip, and others, then preſent, during a conſiderable time, 
tilt Dr. Whitby coming into the Chapter-houſe, he alſo examined 
me in ſeveral Queſtions ; After which your Lordſhip demanded 
my Teſtimonials,which peruſing,you redeliyered to me, and told 
me, Iſhou'd bring rhem at the Ordination, and go and dcſire Dr. 
Whitby to preſent me. In this Examination your Lordſhip did 
confets ro my Brother, and Kinſman, that I anſwerd two parts 
in three of ghe Queſtions propoſed by yourſelf, and others, till 
Dr. Whitby undertook me, whom your Lordſhip. hath -faid I did 
notanſwer ſo readily, and I confeſs it; Bur your Lordſhip may 
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remember, that the Points propoſed by him were more Specu»-

\ Your Lordſhip may remember, that a worthy Perſon after, 
wards Expoſtulated: with your Lordſhip concerning me, gave. 
occaſion ro what your Lordſhip ſaid to my Younger. Brother, . 
when he waited-on you wirh his Preſentation to Orcheſton, That 
you were-told it was my intention to have come. to.you. again... 
Bur if T had; you wou'd have called. all che Clergy. in the Town 
about me; 'Fhis, my. Lord, importing ſuch a:Menace,. and your 
Arguments againſt mc-appzaring to be drayn.from prejudice, gave - 
me -juſt Cauc ro-fuſpe&t your Intentions towards .me, and. made.

thought I had ſcope enough, being a Graduate in the Univerſity;
